Science,and Medicine, as well. as thé training of those who have 
intitice. such ag knowledge of languages or of organisation, which 
would be useful in the various specialist military units must rot be 
lost, . Men possess ing such treining should be urged to enter units 
of the medical, engineering, artillery, transport. or other specialist 
services, rather than to serve as officer or private in an infantry 
regiment, 


ay There are Gusonbtsdig in each University & number of men, 


without special training and without the wish to become officers, 


who intend to volunteer for active service. It is desirable that 


these men serve together as a Universities regiment, or if not sug- 


ficient in number, ‘as one or two companies of some Battalions

Bag e. Officers will be allowed to take cot, mattress, and 
trunk. | 
servants. Since no uniform but khaki will be worn,one servant 


should be able to look after the needs of three or four 
officers. These men are enlisted as privates and draw 
pay as such. Officers have found it advisable to advance 
to their servants only such money as is necessary to 
purchase cleaning material etc. needed in thitr work. A 
small gratuity is usually given in addition, but men 
should understand that no advances upon their pay can be 
made. : 


Cleanliness. All men proceeding to camp must have the hair cut short, 
and while there must shave every day. They should be espec- 
_ially warned to appear cleanly shaven upon phe parade for 
embarkation or entraining. : 


Acvance Party. @fficers whose men are writing examinations on Friday, 
? April 50th. and who therefore cannot supply a detail for 
the advance party, must make their own arrangements. with 
other company commanders who can supply the necessary
